S. L. Cochran moved to lay that motion on the table, which was 
lost. The vote being taken upon the original motion resulted in a tie, 
and the President decided the motion lost.

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference: 

Dear Brethren : Your Board of Education reports as follows: We 
rejoice to note the continued success of Galloway and Hendrix Colleo-es 
Dr. (xodden reports that this has been the best year, so far, in the history 
of the College. Rev. D. J. Weems, the financial agent, is making fine 
progress iu the w^ay of clearing Galloway College of debt. We heartily 
commend his faithfulness and energy in this work. 

President Anderson brings a most encouraging report from Hendrix • 
College, showing that the College has had the largest enrollment during 
the last scholastic year of any year in its history. This school is doino- a 
work of which we are all justly proud and by which our Church in Ar- 
kansas is being greatly benefitted. 

We are also glad to have Prof. Evans of Sloan-Hendrix Academy 
with us. He reports the Academy at Imboden in good condition, and do- 
ing good work. We commend Prof. Evans and his Academy to our peo- 
ple. We call attention CO the White River Conference Loan Fund, ere 
ated by this Conference at its last session. It amounts to only $ 125 ’, and 
this amount has been loaned to young Mr. Harbball from Jonesboro.*

A. C. Cloj^es, J. B. Oliver, A. C. Carter, J. H. Snyder and R. H. Grisselj 

On motion J. J. Mardis was elected Secretary, when the following 
proceedings were had, to wit: 

Whereas, The cause of Temperance will never cease to be one of 
paramount interest to our Church and State, and the evils of the liiiuor 
traffic are so numerous and far reaching, extending as they do, to every 
class of people and affecting every interest of human society, we, as a 
Church, cannot abate one “jot or tittle” of our purpose to bring about the 
total prohibition of it in our country. 

Therefore, resolved. First; That we reaffirm our position as express- 
ed in former Conferences on this subject, and pledge ourselves to use our 
influence, not only for temperance, but for total abstinence among our 
people from the use of all intoxicants. 

Second: That we will urge our people to watch zealously every effort 
to foist the saloon upon any community, and use every effort to induce 
them to vote against the sale of liquor. 

Third: That we earnestly petition the Congress of the United States 

to pass the “Macon Bill,” prohibiting the issuance of revenue license in 
prohibited territorj^ introduced at the last session of that bod3\ 

Fourth : That we heartilj^ endorse and unaniniouslj" adopt the Mem- 
orial to Congress sent to us from the Indian Territoiy.

M. smith. His bjdy sleeps in Jonesboro cemetery awaiting the unfolding 
gio les of the resurrection. 

COPELAND PRENTICE SMITH. 

Copeland Prentice Smith was born in Boyd county, Kentucky, March 
1 18~0 His father, the Rev. Joseph L. Smith, was of Puritan ancestry 
that came to America in the ship Hopewell in 1684. There were several 



ministers in the family, Rev. John Younglove, the first minister in 
SufiSeld, Conn. , being among the number. 

He moved with his parents to West Virginia when only a child and 
was educated in the common schools of his adopted state. He was not 
college graduate, a fact however which no one would suspect from his ele 
gant speech and refined manners. His native intelligence and intellectual 
industry were asserted in early life and won for him in spite of the lack of 
higher schools of learning. He stood an examination and taught sucrpq« 
fully a public school at the youthful age of fourteen. ® 

He was converted at about the age of twelve and united with the M 
E. Church, South. When twenty-one he entered the ministrv and soon 
thereafter began work in the West Virginia Codference. He was ordain 
Deacon April 1, 1895, in Washington City bv Bishop J. C. Granberrv He 
was ordained Elder December 10, 1899, at Monroe, Louisiana, bv Bishon 
C. B. Galloway. ^ 

His first work was Brownstown circuit in Charleston District West 
Virginia Conrerence. He spent one year on this charge without marked 
success. His second work was in the Baltimore Conference on the Hardv 
circuit. There he spent one year only, but with increased success. He 
was thence sent to Poolsville, a very large circuit where he served as Tun 
ior preacher under Rev. Dr. Dulaney. Here he spent two years with* fine 
success, 

His unusual gifts as a preacher were now beginning to be recoo-nized 
and he was given the still more important charge of Laurel in the *Laurel 
District, where he remained three years; and such was his ponularitv thef 
his church was filled to its utmost capacity. ^ 

At the close of his pastorate at Laurel he was prostrated with rheu- 
matism and was advised by his physician to seek a warmer climate He 
was therefore transferred to the Louisiana Conference, and was stationeH 
at Minden in the Arcadia District. He spent two years at Minden and 
did fine work. It was there that he met Miss Francis Elizabeth Griffith 
a retired and cultured young woman of genuine Southern type She be’ 
came his wife May 9, 1900. They had only one child, Prentice ' Laneir a 
little flaxen haired boy of three years. ’ ** 

From Minden he went to Crowley in the Opelousas District He 
spent only one year at this place but met with good success. From Crow 
ley he transferred in 1901 to the Arkansas Conference and was station^ 
at Central Church, Fort Smith. His work here was rewarded with uu 
usual success. The Church under his pastorate grew in all of its denari 
ments and was in a thriving condition when he left it. ^ ^ 

From Central Church he transferred last December to the White 
River Conference and w^as appointed by Bishop Hoss to Clarendon station 
Little"did the brave young preacher dream that here his brief but act 
ive earthly career was destined to find its last battle ground. He ha^i 
spent but three brief months in this new field when in the midst of larw 
and hopeful plans for the future, God saw fit to command his brave and 
loyal spirit to a fairer clime. His translation ' took place earlv 
morning, about five o’clock, March 13, 1904, ^ 

Though his work was cut short by what seemed to us an untimelv 
death, he had not failed to leave his impression in his new and last charge 
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A resident pastor, Rev. T. N. Hunt, who conducted his funeral, said: 
“Though Bi*o. tjinith has been in Clarendon but three months his genial 
manners and social disposilion has won for him a host of friends from all 
ranks of society. He was an energetic worker and very much of the time 
during his last illness his mind was busied with plans for the advance- 
ment of God s Kingdom among the people.” 

Nature and industry had lifted Copeland Prentice Smith abov^e the 
average man. In the home and social circle he had the qualities of a most 
agreeable companion, lie was refined and pleasing in his manners, 
bright and versatile in conversation, cheerful and sympathetic in disposi- 
tion. In the pulpit he was more clear and brilliant than profound and 
eloquent. He had a tine command of language and was free and fluent 
in his delivery. He read exrensively current literature and was familiar 
with the topics of the day. His preaching was flavored with modern ideas 
but never lost that old time earnestness and power that brings conviction 
and conversion. 

Though this gallant young soldier of the cross was personally un- 
known to most of the members of this Conference he belonged to the same 
great working force of the Church with themselves and his sudden death 
fell like a heavy stroke upon them. VVe pay our tribute of love to a 
brave and loyal spirit and enter the name of Copeland Prentice Smith up- 
on our Conference minutes as a man and a brother worthy of our remem- 
brance until we join him in the lan«l beyond. 

SISTER LYDIA CRAIG. 

Sister Lydia Craig, wife of the late Rev. Thomas A. Craig of the 
White River Conference, was born July 9, 1888, in the State of Mississippi 
and moved to Arkansas an<l settled near LaGrange. She professed reli- 
gion in early life and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 
which she lived a devout Christian for more than fifty years. She was 
married the first time to the Rev. J. C. Beckham, a member of the Arkan- 
sas Conference, with whom she lived and labored in the Church of their 
choice as long as he lived; after his death she lived a widow for many 
years. On September 1, 1881, she was married to the Rev. Thomas A. 
Craig, a faithful man of God, and a member of the White River Confer- 
ence. This union w^as a very happy one. For many years they stood side 
by side for the salvation of souls. God honored their work in the conver- 
sion of many who will call them blessed in the home above. After Brother 
Craig’s death she has lived in the home of her step-son, Rev. L. C. Craig, 
and was fully identified with his work, wherever his field of labor was. 
She had no childr'en of her own, but Wiis a mothHr to her niece, Mrs. L. C. 
Craig and her children. She loved her home and was willing to give her 
time for the comfort of the children. By her kind and generous way and 
sweet disposition she won the love of every one with whom she came in 
contH'^t. No sacrifice was too great nor pleasure loved, she would not 
orego for the happiness of others. A leading characteristic of her life 
was the readiness with which she gave up her pleasure in her effort to 
minister to others. She was always cheerful and happy and pleased when 
she had an opportunity to scatter sunshine and gladness. To know her 
was to love her. No one could be associated with her without being made 
better. Auntie Craig, as she was familiarly known by a host of friends 



fiid loved ones, was a true Christian, a lover of the good and pure. Trulv 
i he was one of those of wnom it is written: “Blessed are the dead which 

die in the Lord from henceforth; yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labors, and their works do follow, them. ” On Thursday even- 
irg, February 18, at 5 o clock, her spirit bade good-bye to friends and 
k ved ones on earth, and joined the many who have entered into the Citv 
ol Best. She was quietly laid away to rest in the cemetery at Rector and 
V ill wait the coming of our Lord. Just a few more weary, fleeting years 
of loy and gladness, mingled with tears, and Jyou may pass over to the 
other side and live with dear Auntie forever. May God bless the bereav- 
ed ones and bring them to a re union in heaven, where thev will never sav 
good-by. ^
